Thank you for your enquiry regarding our 8100 Document Reader. Please 
find enclosed advanced information on this equipment. 

The 8100 is suitable for ON-Line application to the majority of computers 
currently available, and it has been designed to keep programming requirements 
down to a minimum. In this mode the document feeding is controlled by the 
computer and may be 'on demand' single shot feed or 'burst' feed. In 'on 
demand' feed the machine will feed single documents as called for by the 
computer, the maximum feed rate when operating in this manner being 600 
documents per minute. On 'burst' feed the computer initiates the feeding 
and the Reader will feed documents at the rate of 1,200 per minute until the 
computer signals to stop feeding. During the latter feed period, since the 
rate is 1,200 documents per minute irrespective of size, greater efficiency 
in computer programming and processing may be obtained. 

The machine is also suitable for operation in conjunction with a data trans¬ 
mission system and, since no special environmental requirements are necessary, 
may be easily installed in regional offices. The Reader is also available 
with paper tape output and magnetic tape output. 

When supplied with paper tape output the speed of operation is limited by the 
punch which operates at a maximum speed of 150 characters per second. 5> 6, 

7 or 8 track tape can be accommodated. 

We also manufacture a 3-pocket Reader/Sorter and enclosed is a leaflet des¬ 
cribing this machine. The same vacuum feeding techniques are employed on 
both machines. The 3~pocket version, however, is a more sophisticated machine 
since, under computer control, the documents may be broken down into two 
categories - one group in each of the two read pockets, and any documents 
which contain rejected characters being routed to the third or reject pocket. 
This machine is designed for organisations with a large volume of documents 
since, unlike the 8100, when a reject document is encountered the machine 
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does not stop. Additionally, the input hopper and output pockets may be 
continuously loaded and unloaded whilst the machine is running. Thus, this 
machine is capable of an extremely high document throughput. 

At present the basic price of the 8100 is just under £5*000: this does not 
include the interface for ON-Line operation. With paper tape output the 
present price is just under £10,000, and with magnetic tape output, £ 15 , 000 .
